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Homecoming drumbeat must go on

The TJC Drumbeat will 
begin Saturday, Oct. 21 and 
continue nonstop until 3 
p.m. Saturday, Oct. 28. As 
legend goes, the drumbeat 
must continue without any 
interruption, for 24 hours 
a day, seven days, until the 
kickoff or else the Apaches 
will lose the homecoming 
game. The drum must be 
beaten at all times, rain or 
shine. “If it does rain, we 
just move it to a dryer place, 
while still beating it,” Stu¬ 
dent Activities Specialist 
Vincent Nguyen said. So 


far the legend is true with 
the Apaches winning every 
game but one since 1958. In 
1998 the drumbeat was in¬ 
terrupted and the game was 
plagued with uncompro¬ 
mising rain. “The Apache 
Belles were doing high 
kicks knee-deep in mud,” 
Nguyen said . The Apaches 
ended up tying that game. 

“The drumbeat tradition 
began in 1958,” created by 
the Apache Belles and the 
football team,” Nguyen 
said. It has been a time- 
honored tradition on this 
campus for 48 years. This 
is one of the many home¬ 


coming traditions at TJC. 

In the past the drum 
was beaten by any TJC stu¬ 
dent, but that was amended 
when it became apparent 
that some students did 
not care enough about the 
tradition to keep the drum 
in good condition. The 
drum was so damaged 
that they purchased a new 
drum and instituted a new 
policy that only students 
of the 30 active campus 
organizations or those 
who attend the drum-beat¬ 
ing orientation would be 
allowed to beat the drum.

Handicap accessibility on campus high, assistance provided

Complete indepen¬ 
dence is a new experi¬ 
ence for many students 
when they come to col¬ 
lege. For some, a disabil¬ 
ity makes that transition 
even more difficult. Many 
handicapped students pride 
themselves in being able 
to do most things without 
assistance, but sometimes, 
handicapped accessibil¬ 
ity becomes an issue when 


classes meet in inaccessible 
buildings, or when audio 
files are not available in lieu 
of text for visually impaired 
students. Support Services 
Counselor Margaret Rapp 
will help students gain as¬ 
sistance they otherwise 
may fail to get on their own. 

TJC is among the more 
accessible campuses, Rapp 
said. Only one building. 
Potter Hall, does not have 
any handicapped acces¬ 
sibility to the top floor be¬

cause it was built before the 
Americans with Disabil ities 
Act required that all public 
buildings be accessible to 
handicapped persons. Pot¬ 
ter’s construction makes it 
nearly impossible to add an 
elevator that would allow 
accessibility to all three 
floors. As a result, classes 
may be moved from the top 
floor of Potter to a lower 
floor or even another build¬ 
ing to allow accessibility. 

Vaughn Library had a 
similar problem, but that 
was remedied with a chair 
lift installation on the 


stairs. The Library also 
provides a handicapped ac¬ 
cessible computer on the 
first floor for those who 
do not want to utilize the 
lift. This computer also 
has a new program in¬ 
stalled called Kurzweil 
3000. It allows students to 
scan text and import it into 
the program which reads 
it aloud. This is a use¬ 
ful tool for students who 
may be visually impaired. 

Sign language inter¬ 
preters are also available 
through Tina Dillman in 
the Learning Loft at 903- 


510-2841. Three full-time 
interpreters on campus 
help a large number of 
hearing impaired stu¬ 
dents, Rapp said. Many 
other physical and mental 
handicaps are provided in 
Support Services and new 
programs are becoming 
available as technology 
moves forward. “We are 
trying to be as accessible 
as possible,” Rapp said.
